If you stood an Indian Moslem 
and a Hindu .side by side you would 
see little difference in their ap ­ 
pearance, and if you followed each 
of them through hts day’s routine 
you would find their pursuits much 
the same, barring religious obser­ 
vances. 
Yet tradition has it th a t these 
two are bom to eternal enmity be­ 
cause they worship different gods. 
Tradition 'says 
th at 
this 
m eans 
there can be no political unity in 
India and no solution of the present 
crisis on a national basis. 
Challenges Tradition 
Well th a t tradition has a lot to 
substantiate It. including bloodshed, 
and the student of the situation who 
overlooked 
this would 
Indeed 
tx* 
shortsighted. 
Still, T challenge tradition. 
And 
Lo my mind the question of whether 
Moslems and Hindus can get along 
together Is far from being tile same 
now’ as it was a generation ago 
when I first visited India. 
Orthodoxy in the Moslem 
and 
Hindu religions has become m uch 
more tolerant. India’s sons of today 
are displaying a liberality which 
their fathers didn’t possess. 
The consensus among Indians of 
all classes as I found It was that, 
despite tile undoubted differences, 
there is no reason w’hy these two 
religions should not get along to­ 
gether. 
Live in Peace 
The other day I visited a little 
Hindu village in northern India. 
In the m idst of 113 Hindu families 
I discovered two families of Mos­ 
lems, living In peace with their tra ­ 
ditional enem ies. 
These M 
were carpenters, and the men were 
building wheels for oxcarts In the 
common court-yard of Uieir little 
m ud-huts. 
A Brahm in priest, who according 
to orthodoxy is defiled if even the 
shadow 
of 
an 
untouchable falls 
across him, was sitting on a log and 
chatting with them. 
I don’t sup­ 
pose for a moment that he would 
have broken bread with the Mos­ 
lems. but when I entered tile scene 
they were laughing over some Joke 
he had made, and I strongly sus­ 
pected th a t he had been telling 
them the story’ of the traveling 
salesman. 
I found many proofs in my travels 
about India th a t Hindus and Mos­ 
lems could live and work together, 
but the most Impressive was in the 
Hindu state of Gwalior, one of the 
most powerful of the states ruled by 
the princes. 
Work in Amity 
W hen I was in India 27 years ago 
I was the guest of the late M aha­ 
rajah Sclndla In Ills palace for ten 
days—an Arabian-Nights adventure. 
His highness was a delightful host 
and left nothing undone to make my 
visit pleasant, even offering to stage 
a tiger hunt on elephants. 
He was 
a broadminded m an—a fact which 
made even more striking the one 
characteristic which seemed odd and 
contradictory: He wouldn’t eat food 
with an unbeliever, that is. one who 
wasn’t a follower of the Hindu re­ 
ligion. 
Now th a t great and good prince 
has gone to lits fathers, and his 
young son rules in his stead. How­ 
ever, it was but natural th a t I 
should w ant to see Gwalior again 
on this trip, and I was repaid with 
one of tile great thrills of my jo u r­ 
ney. 
I found th at hi this Hindu 
state all religions are living and 
working together in amity, and this 
striking development had been fos­ 
tered by tile late m aharajah who 
a t one time didn’t feel th a t it was 
right to eat with an unbeliever. 
Tile state officially celebrates the 
m ain festival of both Moslems and 
Hindus. 
At Christmas tim e there 
is a salute of tw'enty-one guns as 
a m ark of respect for the C hristian 
religion. There have been no com ­ 
m unal riots for years. 
Religions Mix Well 
India’s most famous boys’ school 
is in Gwalior. It occupies, perhaps, 
the choicest position in all the capi­ 
tal—atop the large plateau which 
arises from tile heart of the city 
and which is the site of the ancient 
fort th a t defended the throne of 
the 
ancient rulers. 
Tills school 
takes boys of all religions. 
And, 
am azing to relate, not even u n ­ 
touchables are barred. 
At the m om ent there are Chris­ 
tians, Hindus, Moslems and Jains 
in attendance. 
They live together 
and eat together. None of them is 
perm itted to practice orthodox re­ 
ligion among his fellows. 
At first this raised some opposi­ 
tion among parents, but th a t has 
disappeared. 
Tile youngsters—m ost 
of whom are scions of aristocracy 
or w ealth—have undergone a liber­ 
alization and leveling off which does 
not even draw tile line a t the pariah 
o! 
India—the 
untouchable.

Axis Roads Are 
Cluttered W ith

Allied forces were reported driving ahead in their counter­ 
offensive in central Tunisia today after smashing a series of 
determined German assaults in the north by throwing in 
the full weight of their air power, which was said to have 
created “bloody chaos” in the German ranks. 
On the now thawing Russian front, the Red army’s 100- 
day winter offensive appeared to have been brought to a halt 
in the rich industrial and mining region of the Donets basin, 
but to the northwest the Soviets were still driving ahead 
toward the Dnieper and the western Ukraine from their newly 
won bases of Kharkov and Kursk. 
Aerial Assaults 
Meanwhile, keeping up the British and American aerial 
assault which began last Thursday night and has continued 
every day and night since, the RAF last night smashed into 
enemy territory after writing up February as the biggest 
month yet in tonnage of bombs dropped on the Nazis. 
A Reuters dispatch from North Africa said American 
engineers, clearing away dense minefields which the Germans 
had planted to protect their retreat, had entered Feriana, 
12 miles from the Algerian frontier and 40 miles northwest 
of Oaf sa.

london, March I (AP)—Royal Air 
Force bombers smashed "very heav­ 
ily" at the submarine base at St.
